Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: claim 1 remains rejected for reason of record for 
lacking adequate written description. Applicant argues that the defined degree of similarity and be hybrizable to those sequences under 
high stringency conditions would provide written description but this argument is not persuasive for reason of record, see the previsou 
Office actions, Paper Nos. 15, and 13.
